The Zoological Garden of London lately 


resolved a young animal Known as thePan- 
ds. 
This come* from the Himalayas, 


where it is found at altitudes varying 
from 6,000 to 11,000 feet. It is also found 
In the mountains to tho north of the As- 
sam as far as the Yuman region. 
Its 


ordinary name is "red 
cat-boar," the 


name being due to its appearance and its 
plantigrade walk, also to the reddish color 
of the fur. The Panda is not often seen 
in Europe. 
The first specimen which 


arrived at London was sent in 1869, but 
its two* companions died en route. The 
survivor did not live longer than seven 
monftis. 
It was mad* the subject of 


careful observations by zoologists, espec- 
ially by Sir William Flower and Mr. A. E. 
Bartlatt. It ii interesting to note that, 
the Paodn. oow in London often QMS bis 
forepaws 'Ae arms 
and 
hands. Mr. 


Hodgson, who observed .the species in the 
East Indies, never saw the Panda act in 
this way and use his anterior members to 
aelze objucts. A second Panda was sent 
to London in 1876. 
The habits ol the 


animal are nocturnal, and during the day 
he sleeps almost constantly. He seeks his 
nourishment in the evening or vory early 
morning, living upon herbs, buds, roots 
and will also eat eggs and insects. The 
character of tbe animal is rather mild; 
the large olaws with which his fingers are 
provided are used not for attack or de- 
fense, but maiuly to climb troes, in whieh 
be passes n good part of his time, • except 
in the periods when he seeks his food, this 
being generally obtained on the ground. 
Be is not timid, but does not like to be 
touched. 
When a person extends his hand 


toward him, he alts down, and agitates his 
arms as if to strike, but his anger is short 
lived and be allows himself to bo ob- 
served without much inquietude.

Northeast what flour Is In the present day 
to English speaking people in most civi- 
lized portions of the globe—the staple and 
most common food of tbe country. 
Then 


it was always made from the 
buffalo, 


which covered the western plains. The 
gieat fur corporation known as the Hud- 
son Bay Company bought hundreds of 
bags of the dark, nutritious compound an- 
nually from the Indians for use at its trad- 
Ing posts scattered over the vast wilder- 
ness stretching from the Red river and 
Hudson Bay to the Rocky Moutains, and 
from the two Saskatchewan to the Arctic 
Sea, a region then designated Prince Rup- 
ert's Land. 


Pemmican, or, more properly speaking, 


pimeekon, is a Oree word, meaning a mix- 
ture of something made with fat. 
It was 


composed of buffalo meat dried In the sun 
and pounded fine, mixed with melted fat, 
and was sewn up In sacks made from the 
raw hide of the buffalo, with the hair out- 
side. It did not look Inviting, but wae,In 
fact, wholesome, strong food, which would 
keep for years. If the buffalo was import- 
ant to the fur trader, the ungainly animal 
was life itself to the red ^an, for It fur- 
nished him with everything his heart 
could desire, or with tbe means of pro- 
curing It. And as, owing to tbe migratory 
Instincts of the herds, which took them 
first Into the recognized territory ot one 
tribe and next into that of an enemy, 
fresh meat was not always obtainable; 
pemmican was the form In which tbe 
Indian preserved and laid away his store 
of provisions against the day of scarcity. 


He Image. 


Strabo, who wrote near the beginning 


of the Christian era, In bis work upon geo- 
graphy and history tells of his travela 
through Palestine and the East. Strangely 
enough, he calls tbe Jews atheists, because 
they had no Image of a god in their tem- 
ple.

not shake themselves free from Images.

With the shortcomings of the last Leg- 


islature fresh in tho public mind, the peo- 
ple of Pennsylvania will probably give 
more than tho usual onre and attention to 
the selection of members of tho next Sen- 
ate and House.

Both tbe 
Senate and the House in recent years have 
deterioated in the character of their mem- 
bership. 
Indeed, the former has almost 


ceased to be a deliberative body. Much 
of the legislation of late years, while not 
necessarily bad, is crude and ill consid- 
ered. The remedy for these evils lies with 
the people themselves. 
When their leg- 


islatures shall be composed of incor- 
ruptable mon 
corruption 
will 
cease. 


When legislators shall be men ot ability 
and strength of character, the lobby will 
lose lt« power. But so long as no higher 
standard is insisted upon than that which 
now obtains, the ills of which we com- 
plain will continue. In the approaching 
county convention Republicans should be 
careful to select not only honest men, but 
men who, by their experience in life, 
their training and their abilities are fitted 
for service in such a capacity.

IVale'a Chinese Mission. 


More details of the "tale Foreign Mis- 


sion" are given in tbe Yale Alumni 
Weekly. A house ie now being built in 
Pekin for the two Yale men who will go 
there in the autumn for the tint yeai of 
study of the Chinese language and cus- 
toms. One of these Yale men IB the Rev. 
Lawrence Thurston, '98, who has -just 
completed a theological coarse at the 
Hartford Seminary. 
The other one had 


not been . determined (upon at the time 
when the article was written. In the 
autumn of 1903 these two will be joined 
by two more Yale men. 
One of these 


will be the fcev. Harlan Beach, '78, nnd 
the other is still to be selected. Mr. 
Beach will be the director in China of the 
mission. He has already served in that 
country as a missionary for eight yean 
and therefore already knows his China 
very well. These four will then decide 
upon the actual site of the Yale settle- 
ment in the Far Bart.

China —In 
the 
region 
where 


American trade with China has attained 
its most considerable proportions. 


It seems likely th't Mexico will adopt 


the gold standard, as the fluctuation in 
silver, which i* her present standard, ser- 
iously hampers her business and com- 
merce. 
How have conditions changed. 


Such an announcement four or five years 
ago would have brought forth a storm of 
comment and explanations.

Reed Birds. 


On Monday the season for killing reed 


and rail birds opened in Pennsylvania and 
hundreds of sportsmen poled thiough the 
marshes along the Delaware and its tribu- 
tary streams in quest of the toothsome 
game. 


The tuneful bobolink of Bryant and 


Oliver Wendell Holmes and W. D. Bow- 
ells is nothing but a reed bird on the Del- 
anaro. It is a rice bird in tne Southren 
States, and a butter bird in Jamaica, where 
it goes to spend the winter months. But 
everywhere it is a rare delicacy, much 
priced by epicures and bon vivante. 


After breeding in the north the reed 


bird comes in early autumn to the Penn- 
sylvania and Jersey marshes and fattens 
on the wild oats and tender seeds which 
grow in profusion here. 
With acquired 


corpulence tha songster's ambition disap- 
pears, and he is silent on the feeding 
grounds. 


His brilliant plumage also disappears, 


and at this season of the year the brag- 
gart is no more beautiful than his modest, 
plain looking Quaker wite. But the one 
la as adaptable to a girdiron as the other. 


As a marketable product tho reed bird 


has no riial excepting the quail. Plump 
"reedies" will sell in almost any market 
for upward foi $1 a dozen, and the pot 
hunters of 
this 
section 
take tribute 


amounting to thousands of dollars annual- 
ly from Philadelphia, New Tork, Balti- 
more and other large cities. 


The bird is not an easy mark. It re- 


quires both skill and experience to shoot 
them. 
At the very moment that a marks- 


man, 
unacquainted with his eccentricities, 


presumes that he is off for a straightaway 
flight of 60 or 100 yards, he drops without 
fluttering a wing, into the tall grass, and 
many a charge of fine shot has passed over 
his head. 


This year the wild oat crop is extensive, 


but the seeds milky aod not as fattening 
as ordinarily. The birds like them just 
as well, however, and thousands, hundreds 
of thousands of bobolinks are feeding in 
the reeds. 


Canada Winning Our Farmers. 


If our government lands are hereafter 


held in trust for home makers, what is 
now the arid domain will be reclaimed 
and will contain a population of more 
than 50,000,000 before the middle of the 
present century. 


In twenty-five or thirty years the popu- 


lation of the United States should not be 
less than 130,000,000, providing we can 
furnish homes for our people by preserv- 
ing and reclaiming 
the arid domain, 


and not compel them to cross our north- 
ern boundary line, as they are now begin- 
ning to do, and to establish their homes 
under another flag. 


Recently great interest bos been awak- 


ened in the Canadian provinces, on the 
subject of reclaiming the dry lands of the 
Northwest Territory. 
In the territory of 


Alberta one of the largest and most suc- 
cessful irrigating systems on the conti- 
nent has been established, and the lands 
reclaimed by it are being rapidly occupied 
by emigrants largey from our farming dis- 
tricts in the upper Mississippi valley. The 
policy of reclaiming the lands of Alberta, 
by diverting the waters of the 
Saskatche- 


wan, 
so successfully begun,will be rapidly 


continued. 
Few people, especially in the 


eastern part of the United States, realize 
the vast extent of choice, irrigabta 'wheat 
lands that lie along the base of the Rocky 
Mountains in British North America— 
lands that extend nearly a thousand miles 
northward from the international bound- 
ary, 
even to the tributaries of the great 


McKenzie river. Upon these foreign lands 
people from the United States will estab- 
lish their homes, unless the equally rich 
arid lands of our own country are reclaim- 
ed and held for home seekers. Beside fur- 
nishing homes for our homeless people, 
we shall contribute immensely to the sta- 
bility of the nation by the settlement of 
the aridJiVest, for the more people we have 
living upon the land, the less danger there 
will be from labor disturbances and revo- 
lutions.—Senator Paris Gibson In Septem- 
ber National.

Egj'i itlan lotus roots mny be obtained 


from iniy florist. The need will rendlly 
germinate U n hole Is filed or drilled 
through'the liard nholl thnt molHtnrp 
mny jionptmto t)io korm'l. otherwise 
they vill Hi1 dormant ainost lnd«flulto- 
ly. It Is perfectly Imnly uud comes to 
pcrfoc ion wlu-u planted In shallow 
water with rich mud and full exposure 
to the sun—simply naturalized In tlie 
miiuo < nvlronments tlmt suit our untive 
water Illy. Artlllclal ponds or cement 
basins are often mode for the nccoin- 
modatlon of tills nnd other water lilies. 
Such t-inko should IMS two or three feet 
deep Mid of any sliso and outline de- 
sired. Twelve Ijy twenty feet Is n 
nice sl/.c for the amateur. It Is beet to 
plant the lilies In boxes, say three feet 
square nnd one foot deep, filled with 
good rich soil and sunk In the tank. 


The lotus submits gracefully to culti- 


vation In tubs. Ordinary half barrels 
will do for tubs. Fill them two-thirds 
full of rich garden soil, in which plant 
the routs (I prefer roots to seed); then 
flll tults full of water and set In a 
warm, sunny place. In winter remove 
the tubs with their contents to a cellar. 
A beautiful aquatic garden mny be 
hod b) arranging several tubs of lotus 
nnd nympcea Into a mound or circle 
nnd filling the spaces between them 
with ferns, arrowheads and other 
moisture loving plants.—Homo and 
Flowers. 


How Tropical Fruit* Are Protected. 


It may have struck you that most 


tropical fruits hove thick or hard or 
imusMius rinds, which need to be torn 
off l< fore the monkeys or birds for 
whoet use they are Intended can get ut 
them and eat. them. 
Our northern 


strawberries, raspberries, currants and 
whortleberries, developed with a sin- 
gle eye to the pretty robins nnd finches 
of temperate dimes, can be popped 
into tlic mouth whole and eaten as 
they stand. They are meant for small 
birds to devour and to disperse the 
tiny undigested, nutllke seeds In return 
for the bribe of the soft pulp that sur- 
roundH them. But It Is quite otherwise 
with oranges, shaddocks, bananas, 
plantains, mangoes and pineapples. 
Those great tropical fruits can only be 
eaten properly after stripping off the 
hard and often acrid rind that guards 
and preserves them. 


The} lay themselves out for disper- 


sion by monkeys, toucans and other 
relatively Inrge and powerful fruit eat- 
ers, and the rind Is put there as a bar- 
rier against small thieves who would 
rob the sweet pulp, but be absolutely 
Incapable of carrying away and dis- 
persing the large and richly stored 
seeds It covers.—Cornhlll Magazine.

Add at the end of section seven, article three, 
the tollowing words: "Unless before It shall bo 
introduced in the General Assembly, such pro- 
posed special or local law shall have been first 
submitted to a popular vote, at a general or spe- 
cial election in the locality or localities to be at- 
tected by its operation, under an order of the 
court of common pleas of the respective count' 
alter hearing and application granted, and shal. 
have been approved by a minority of the voters 
at such election: Provided, That no such elec- 
tion shall be held until the decree of court auth- 
orizing the same shall have been advertised for 
at least thirty (30) days In the locality or locali- 
ties afiected, in such manner as the court may 
direct.
